CHICAGO, May 2 1 — An automo­ 
bile accident which resulted in in­ 
juries leading to kleptomania, was 
blamed by relatives and physicians 
for acts of Mrs. Joseph S. Heil, 
a broker's wife, who confessed last 
night, according to the police, that 
for more than a year she had been 
robbing homes of wealthy families 
by posing as a maid. The loot was 
said to Ybtal more than twenty-five 
thousand dollars and much of it was 
found in Mrs. Hell’s home. 
Mrs. Heil was held in a detention 
home today booked on four form­ 
al charges of robbery. Her condition 
was said by attending physicians to 
be serious, for, in addition to men­ 
tal trouble with which she was said 
to be afflicted, she soon is to be­ 
come a mother. 
Members of the family today said 
that Mrs. Heil was in an automo­ 
bile accident several years ago. An 
operation on one of her legs was 
necessary and the wound never heal­ 
ed. Infection set in and it was nec­ 
essary to extract her teeth because 
the infection began to spread, rel­ 
atives said.

Former Governor Achieves 
Coal Dealers on Best 
Business Course. 


(By tke Auirtetai Fim) 
NEW YORK 
May 
21.—Former 
Governor John J. Cornwell, of West 
Virginia, advised the National Coal 
Association today to see that the 
public gets a square deal at all 
times in the purchase of coal. He 
urged the coal organisation to com­ 
pel the 
“outlaw 
operators 
who 
gouge the public to play the game 
on the square.’* 
He told the coal meu that they 
cannot expect public support and 
co operation if some coal operators 
or dealers gouge the public every 
time they had an opportunity. He 
warned them of the danger of gov­ 
ernment control or nationalization 
of miues and told them that what 
happened to the railroads may hap­ 
pen to the coal business if it does 
not meet the requirements of the 
public. 
Mr. Cornwell first pointed out the 
necessity of educating the public to 


spread its coal purchases over the 
whole year so as to produce an 
even demand for that fuel. 
“lf the people can get coal, get 
It when they want it and get it at 
fairly decent prices, whatever poli­ 
ticians may say or want, the peo­ 
ple will not want the government 
to take over your business, to man­ 
age it or handicap it in any way,” 
said Mr. Cornwell. 
“It is partly with you gentlemen 
to decide whether there will event­ 
ually be government control of the 
industry. It is up to you to bring 
about the co-operation of the gov­ 
ernment and the public rather than 
to invite their hostility; to see at 
all times that the public gets a 
square deal, not only from the pro­ 
ducers of coal but from the dealers 
and agents who handle it.” 
Mr. Cornwell told the coal men 
that if the railroads 
had 
been 
square and reasonable in their early 
history they would not have been 
“regulated to death.” “I think the 
history of the railroad control and 
railroad legislation may furnish a 
counterpart of what may happen in 
the coal business/' he continued. 
“If the operators furnish the coal 
and furnish it when demanded at 
reasonable price*, there will be no 
government 
regulation; 
otherwise 
it will come, whether wise or not. 
Hence, the importance of getting 
the demand spread over a suffici­ 
ent length of time each year for 
the operators to produce it and 
the railroads to transport it. 
“You need the support 
of 
the 
public and need to take it 
into 
your confidence. You can't get that 
co-operation if some operators or 


J dealers gouge the public every time 
. they have an opportunity..” 
Admitting that the cost of coal 
; production had “increased tremens- j 
ously,” Mr. Cornwell added: 
j' “But here and there are outlaw 
operators, just as there are outlaws 
in other businesses—who gouge if 
they get a chance. Your coal orga­ 
nizations should tighten 
up 
aud 
make them play the game on the 
square. You can not afford to an- 
i tagonize 
the 
public 
aside 
from 
I the fact the public will tie you 
up with government control. 
“The question of the uationaliza- j 
tion of coal mines in this country j 
has not 
dropped. The United 
Mine Workers’ 
organization, 
has 
that stuck back in its head. If, for 
any reason, the government should 
j take over the railroads, the nation­ 
alization of the coal mines would 
absolutely be sure to follow. Bear 
that In your minds when you are 
making your kicks against the rail­ 
roads."

OBJECT LESSON IN GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 
Seattle has tried government ownership. Read 
what 
Ex- j 
Mayor Ole Hansen has to say about it. He was formerly in I 
favor of it. He isn’t now. “ Men became candidates for of­ 
fice with no other issue than the fact that 
they 
were for ; 
municipal ownership. When the time came to take care of the 
utilities in a business way they were always found on the side 
of cutting the rate to the man who used the power or light 
and by camouflage apparently showing a profit. We submitted 
the purchase of the street car lines to a vote of the people. 
“They were purchased for $15,01)0,000. We did everything I 
possible, speeding up the cars almost to the danger point, to j 
make the street car lines pay. The right thing to have done, 
the thing I wanted to do was to have the public pay a suf­ 
ficient increase commensurate with the cost of hauling, es­ 
pecially as we had to reduce the principal and pay the in­ 
terest. The street car men threaatened to strike. I asked 
them for God’s sake to strike so that we could get rid of I 
some of the poor men. Under the civil service we could not i 
discharge them. Well, they did not strike. Just as soon as the 
primaries began to get near, candidates promised to force j 
through extensions when there was no reason for the exten­ 
sion and no way at any rate of fare where the municipal 
street car line could even carry the interest charge on the 
extension. The city would only pay the head of that street 
car line representing an investment in total of something like 
$17,000,000 or $18,000,000, $4,500 a year. 
The result— some private company would step in and take 
the brains away from us. I can not believe from my experi­ 
ence that the public utility that employs any large number 
of men or when a large amount of capital is necessary can 
or will function as a publicly-operated utility as a private 
corporation which has individual reward at the end of the 
day. Nor do I believe that the cities of the nation or the gov­ 
ernment of the nation will ever be willing to pay for brains. 
I believe that it will take ten to fifteen years to rehabilitate 
the railroads of this country. The time has come when we 
have got to come right out and tell the truth to the people 
and let them understand that the United States government is 
not a self-perpetuating Christmas tree for the benefit of any­ 
one. If we want to make the American government a kind of 
pickpocket the way to do it is just to confiscate these great 
properties throughout the country. I believe that every public 
man’s work in this country is to see that investors get jus­ 
tice and at the same time see that the public gets adequate 
service rendered at a fair price and compensatory re m u n e r­ 
ation.” 
Ex-Mayor Hansen speaks from experience. Soft jobs at the 
expense of the taxpayer, inefficiency, and all the other ills 
that government ownership is heir to, are absolutely alien to ' 
the principles of American progress.

which had suffered during the war. 
The President thought it could be 
molded this year, and he proceeded 
to lead the way. 
It is an interest­ 
ing sidelight on his personality that 
his action has not affected the tra ­

tween undergraduate and president. 
He is now laying plans for a strong 
team next fall.

President Ogilby is a H arvard 
graduate, has taught at Groton, has 
been a m inister in Boston, a head 
m aster in the Philippines, a chap­ 
lain at 
W est 
Po»nt and in the 
American fortes in the great war. 
A product of a great university, he 
believes, nevertheless, in the per­ 
sonal touch of the small college 
such 
as 
is 
Trinity, 
which 
was 
founded in 1S23 by Bishop Brownell.

Ancient Newspaper 
Most Interesting 
Civil War Sourenir 


Dr, W. W. Keith, dentist, who re­ 
cently moved here from Watonga, 
showed a representative of the News 
today a most Interesting curiosity 
in the way of ail ancient newspa­ 
per. It is a copy of the Vicksburg 
Daily Citizen, published at 
Vicks­ 
burg, Miss., and is dated Thursday, 
July 2. 1863. 
The office had evidently run out 
of paper as a result of war con­ 
ditions. as the Civil War was raging 
with great fury at that time, and 
the issue in question was printed 
on a single sheet of wall paper, 
originally blank on one side and 
beautifully flowered on the other. 
One story tells of Robert E. Lee’s 
victories on the Rappahannock and 
through the 
Shenandoah 
Valley. 
There are several jibes at Grant s 
forces which were 
camped 
near 
Vicksburg at that Lime, and a g e n ­ 
eral brief summary of the move 
ments of both armies in Mississippi. 
J. M. Swords appears on the mast­ 
head of the paper as the proprietor.
